It is cer‘ain, and with Pleafure it muft be acknow-

wou'd be highly ridiculous, as it would fuppofe thofe 
the Friends of their Country, who have long piqu’d 
themfelves upon preferring the Interefts of any ncigh- 
bouring Power before our own, and whofe Treachery 
has been too often dereéted, their Perfidy too frequent- 
ly expofed, to leave room to fuppote tnem fincere in 
any Alteration of Sentiment the conftant Difappointment 
they meet with in their matural Colours may have ob. 
liged them to feek Refuge in :—— Whig and Tory 
may be forgotten with Safety, but Friend and Enemy 
will never Be confounded, where a neceflary Regard 
is had to the Tranquility and Profperity ot a People ;

© promote the Incersfts of Popevy ; it being a Truth 





long ago purchaf:d by fatal Experience, that the 
Name of Proteftant, where the Heart is otherwife, 
has done more Injury to the Proteftant Caufe than 
could have been accomplifhed by Men deftitute of 
that Difguife. 


WHEREFORE, as the Name of Party is fo dif- 
y smi to the Malecontents, I know no Way for 
them to avoid the Odium caft upon the old Tories, 
than by proving themfelves umbiafs'd Friends to the 
Proteftant Intereft; by pointing out the Zeal they 
difcovered when the Conftitution was in the moft 
imminent Danger, their Oppofition to fuch Mea- 
fures as tended to favour the Defigns of France and 
Rome, the Inftances of their Joy on the happy Efta- 
blifhment of the Houfe of Hanover, the Ajfiftance 
they lent to free the Nation from the bad Confe- 
quences which threaten’d our Liberties after the late 
unnatural Rebellion; and, in fine, the Pains they have 
taken to render the Weight of Government eafy to 
his prefent Majefly, and his Royal Father, and to 
fcreen the Meaiures of the Adminiftration from the 
Knowledge of Foreign Powers. 

WueEwn the Gentlemen who make the principal 
Figure, and compofe the greateft Number in the 
Opprfition, fhall make thefe Things appear, they 
will have a very rational Claim to be lighten’d of 
the fligmatized Name of J’eteran Tories, with which, 
in all Probability, they muft difpenfe, till fuch Proof 
be produced ; for, fpite of all Endeavours to forget 
themfelves, they muft know that their Conduét has 
been irreconcileable with any one fandamental Prin-

confenting, from a generous Inclination to reconcile 
Mankind, to countenance alike all Religious Dit- 
ferences, without Diftin€tion ; for though moft Seats 
among Proteftants may claim the publick Prore€tion, 
on Account of their exaé&t Contormity to our political 
Eftablifhments, the Members of the Church of Rome 
ought to be view'd in a very different Light. For 
while the former rejoice in the Enjoyment of their 
Civil and Religious Liberties, the latter receive the 
Indulgence they meet with only as the Return of Part 
of their own ancient Rights, whereby the very Fa- 
vours extended to them lofe the Nature of Obligations, 
and, inftead of difpofing them to Gratitude, and a 
dutiful Jnclination to fupport the Ge vernment under 
which they enjoy Privileges beyond what ave granted to 
Proteftants in any Popijh Country whatever, they efteem 
themfelves as a People kept our of the Poffeflion of a 
Country to which.they ground a Claim on its bein 


{once unhappily oyer-run by the Errors they {till profefs, 


and from thence an Air of Refentment is vilible in 
Men of that Communiry on Occafions that would pro- 
duce a contrary Behaviour in any befide themfelves. 
As the Romijb Priefts think themfelves, as they 
cercainly are, the greateft Lofers by the Reformation, 
it is not ftrange to find them ufe every little Art to 
regain an Influence fo beneficial to their Community ; 
—= hence they have, for fome Years, bcen known, 
with the greateft Application imaginable, to try, 
fince the Errors of their Doétrines are fo gencrally 
underftood, and cafily exploded, to {pread a fayour- 
able Opinion of their Tenets, by infinuating the 
{mall Difference, wich Regard cto Effentials, between 
the Churches of Rome and England, and the great 
Hardfhip of Papifts being fubje@ to any Incon- 
veniencies any other Subjects are exempt from ; 
which, with fome well-difpofed, unwary People, 
have fo far prevail’d as to make them become the 
Eccho of thefe defigning Incendiaries, and by 
being known to be wholly difinterefled, have inno- 
cently brought more People into Approbation of the 
Romifh Do€trines, than any could have done who 
were openly Members of that Church. And this 
dangerous Practice has gather’d much Countenance 
from the fcandalous Behaviour of fome Geniiemen

The Acchbifhop of Paris's Mandate in purfuance of the 


on the Proclamation of the Peace. 


‘ hy Satna Archbifhop of Paris, &c. The 
‘ Peace, my Dear Brethren, is happily concluded. 
* The King, who is more ambitious to deferve the 
‘ Name of Father of his Subjects than the proud 
* Title of a Conqueror, has preferr’d our Bale and 
* Tranquility to every thing that might be expected 
‘from the Ardour of his Troops, and the carly 
* Succefs of his Arms. And at that very isfant 
‘ when he feem'd the moft intent to carry on the 
© War with Vigour, his Moderation and his Love 
‘ for his People, inciin’d him to give Bar to Propofals 
‘ for extinguifhing that Fire which had like to have 
* put all Europe in a Flame. 

‘ In Purtuance of this Auguft Monarch’s Difpo- 
* fitions, and in Conformity to his Will and Pleafure, 
‘ that Minifter, whofe Sincetiry has infpie’'d Fo- 
‘ reigners with the fame Confidence in him which 
* his Zeal and Services have juftly gain’d him from 
* his Sovereign, immediately brought about a Sufpen- 
* fion of Arms, which gave us a Pathe of the Fruirs 
* of Peace betorehand. He afterwards devoted his 
« Care and Vigilance to the Conclufion of a Treaty, 
‘ which, by the Advanrages it procured to a King, 
‘ whofe Interefts ought to be dear tous, put that 
‘ Prince in a Condition to refign a Throne, without 
« Regret, to which his own Virtues and the Suffrages 
‘ of a Free Nation had advanced him. 

¢ Bur what! Share foever Men have in this Event, 
‘ we ought not to forget to afcribe the Whole to 
‘Him who holdeth the Hearts of Kings in his 
¢ Hand, and whoturneth them as he will, to make 
‘ them fublervient to thofe Defigns of Mercy and 
¢ Juftice which he has plann’d out for their Subjects : 
© *Jis the Lord that maxeth Peace, and createth War, 
© with ali the Calamities that attend ir. Being an 
* equitable and a fevere fudge, he employs the ens 
* as one of the moft dreadful Scourges of his Wrath 
* co punifh our Crimes; but being alfo arender and 
* compaflionate Father, our Repentance difarms him, 
* and makes him fulpend that Punifhment which we 
‘had deferv'’d thro’ our Ingratitude and our Ke- 
* beliion. 

* Let us thank thisGod of Peace for chat precicus 
‘ Gift which is the Subjeé of our oy ; and ler us 
* fignily cur Graticude by folemn Thank(givings - 
* And having fuch Encouragement from our former 
‘ Prayers, let us conjure him to confirm what he has 
* wrought in our Favour, by making the Friendbip of 
* thofe Princes perpetual who comcur at this Time in the 
* Tranquility of Europe. and whofe Union makes at once 


* for thei Security, and fom the Happine/s of the People 
* under thelr Government.” 
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
